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McBride Shows Confederate Collection 





Van Dyk MacBride of Newark, N. 
J. who has recently become known 
as an understanding and discriminat- 
ing collector of Confederate States 
stamps and covers, exhibited his col- 
lection twice in February, 1942, be- 
fore two appreciative stamp clubs. 
One was the West Essex Philatelic 
Society, of Montclair, N. J., on Feb. 
9, and the other the Collectors Club, 
of New York, on Feb. 18th. In both 
cases his fine material excellently 
shown, held the larger than usual 
audience for more than the usual time. 

Mr. MacBride’s collection starts 
with a volume showing U. S. stamps 
used in the Confederacy up to the 
cessation of U. S. postal service in 


that area. There follows a choice 
selection of covers showing the re- 
vived use of stampless mail, pending 
the appearance of Confederate 
stamps. The postmasters’ provision- 
als occupy the next section, and then 
follow several volumes of the regular 
general issue stamps—all exhibited in 
their uses and with fine condition 
items only. Official mail, prisoner of 
war covers, and Confederate patriotic 
envelopes actually used, round out the 
display. - 

A remarkable special part of one 
volume exhibits not only the proofs 
in the various stages of the making 
of the 5 cents stamp, but the actual 
original portraits used as copy and 


the sketches in developing the de- 
sign. 

Mr. MacBride’s thorough knowl- 
edge, together with his exceedingly 
pleasing manner of explaining the 
material as he shows it, made these 
two showings the high water marks 
of the season at these two clubs.

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Roosevelt Birthday 
Covers 
Only one of our states contains the 


three postoffices, Franklin, Delano 
and Roosevelt. That state is Minne- 


sota. California has two of the three, 
with the third at the dam in 
Arizona, y 


In 1938, Ernie Smith of Riverside, 
California, secured the above three 
postmarks, Franklin, Delano and 
Roosevelt, on the President’s birth- 
day, on three separate envelopes. 
Since, he has been dreaming of the 
three on one envelope, something 
thought impossible to secure. Even 
Mr. Black, third assistant to the P.M. 
General, said it could not be done. 
But it could and it has, as the fol- 
lowing brief story will prove. 

A few hundred legal size envelopes 
were made ready in Riverside, each 
bearing a printed likeness of the 
President in the lower left corner. 
Across the top of the envelope, three 
commemorative stamps were affixed, 
evenly spaced, leaving room in front 
of each for a postmark. The en- 
velopes were then shipped to J. 
Harper Swensen, a stamp dealer of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

On the thirtieth of January, Mr. 
Swensen was at the Delano post office, 
bright and early. In less than an 
hour, he was on his way to the sec- 
ond stop, Franklin. By noon, all the 
envelopes had received two post- 
marks. So far, so good. 

But here the troubles began. It 
began to snow. It grew steadily 
colder. The roads were rough. The 
visibility was poor. Taking a lesson 
from his Viking ancestors, Swensen 
allowed nothing to stop him. Hour 
after hour, mile after mile, he drove 
relentlessly forward, toward the 
Canadian border, toward the Lake of 
the Woods, where the line between 
the United States and the Province 
of Ontario makes that unexpected de- 
tour, taking a mouthful out of the 
Canadian prairie. For way up there 
is Roosevelt, Minnesota, where the 
weather is made. And that third can- 
cel must be made before midnight, 
January 80, weather or no weather! 

Postmaster Adolph Oseid concluded 
his expected visitors were lost and 
went home. When told they had ar- 
rived, he obligingly returned, com- 
pleting the cancelation an hour be- 
fore the dead line. 
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After a night at Warroad and a 
week end at Willmar, with his broth. 
er, Swensen ended his thousand mile 
journey by spending ten days in bed, 
sick with the flu.

Galapagos and Easter 
Islands 


Two special stamp issues, one of 
Ecuador and the other of Chile are 
vividly brought to mind in the Janu- 
ary issue of the National Geographic 
Magazine which is available at practi- 
cally all public Libraries. The story 
told by Irving and Electa Johnson un- 
der the title of “Westward Bound in 
the Yankee,” adds new glamor and 
romance to both sets of stamps. 

The 1936 “Darwin Issue” of Ecua- 
dor, showing a map of the Galapago 
Islands and two specimens of its 
strange animal life are amplified and 
brought into reality by an enjoyable 
recitation of the visit of the two 
Johnsons to that strange island along 
the Equator, five hundred miles west- 
ward in the Pacific. The story is told 
of how the giant tortoise, weighing 
300 pounds and living as long as 100 
years and more, often sleep, without 
food or drink, for a month at a time. 
Along with the strange story of ani- 
mal life on this island where the 
earth consists of black rock and sea 
lions climb trees, the stranger tale is 
told of the Witmer family who volun- 
tarily exiled themselves there in 1931 
in order to “get away from it all.” 

Easter Island, brought into the 
realm of philately through the semi- 
postals of 1940, released by Chile is 
featured in the Johnson article. This 
strange bit of land, ancient home of 
buccaneers, presents one of the un- 
solved mysteries of the world in the 
form of four or five hundred statues 
ranging from 8 to 36 feet in height 
carved from compressed ash of a vol- 
cano’s crater wall. It is believed that 
they were built to stand guard over 
massive burial platforms of a race 
of people who lived on this virtually 
treeless island during an age which 
preceded ours by eons of time.

A very extensive specialized collec- 
tion of stamps showing coats of arms 
can be made up at very little cost, 
since many of the early Latin Ameri- 
can stamps, which are readily avail- 
able at one cent each. A knowledge 
of the meaning of the various symbols 
which appear in the coat of arms, nat- 
urally increase interest in them. The 
same is true as to the designs and 
colors used in the several flags. 

Question has frequently arisen in 
the minds of collectors as to why there 
is so much similarity in the flags of 
several of the Central American coun- 
tries. As more fully explained in the 
revised booklet, a flag was adopted by 
the short-lived Central American Fed- 
eration, of which Francisco Morazan 
shown on the recent one centavo stamp 
of Honduras, was so ardent a sup- 
porter. When the Federation idea 
was finally abandoned, most of the 
member countries retained the colors 
and broad stripes of color in their 
national emblem. The new booklets 
are available at ten cents with the 
color plate, or the color plate alone at 
five cents—both post paid.

Co. for 2c decale. tobacco stamps, but 
they were quickly used up and few 
copies survive. 11x11 mm., “STATE 
OF NEW HAMPSHIRE” at top, “TO- 
BACCO PRODUCTS TAX” at bottom, 
state seal in center, denom. at sides in 
rectangles, square corners, black on 
emerald green. 


NEW MEXICO has been issuing 
quite a large number of stamps. We 
have seen: Malt Beverage, adhesives 
in general design of L1, 47x65 mm., 
perf., %e, Tec, 1lc, 37%4c, 75c; also 
same design on paper tape, 21x30 mm., 
all red orange. Malt Tax, decalcs., 
new design with pillars at sides, 714c, 
37x49 mm. and 15c 24x31 mm., both 
black on white, on yellow card. Wine 
Tax, declacs., same design, 16x20 mm., 
red on white, on yellow card; 2%c, 
3c, 5c, 6c, 12c. Liquor Tax, decalcs., 
same design and size, green on white, 
on yellow card; 7c, 15c, 24c. And 
the 1c adhesive, like L1, now comes 
in purple. In the small size (16x22%4 
mm.) adhesives, the following denoms. 
are now known, all red orange; 1c, 2c, 
Z2tec, 4c, 5c, 8c, 10c, 12c, 15c, 16c, 20c. 
The New Mexicos are a very hard 
group to get hold of; would much 
like to contact a live correspondent 
for that state! 


TEXAS comes out with a new Beer 
adhesive, for half cases, in design of 
B27: six twelve ounce bottles, 
“0226C.” 


The UTAH Oleomargarines in de- 
sign of OL2 should be examined care- 
fully. The commoner ones bear im- 
print “RMBN CO. SALT LAKE” near 
lower left corner, but a small order 
was also placed with another printer 
and show imprint “UTAH BANK 
NOTE CO.” at that position. Of 
these last, the 60c and $1.50 are 
known rouletted 6%, and the 60c 
perf. 12; all three very scarce. 





Tax-paids continue to attract at- 
tention of stamp collectors who like 
their revenues. Recently one of the 
best collections of U. S. Beer stamps 
in New York changed hands. Mar-

Isn’t This Silly 





In answer to a letter written by 
Scott Publications, Inc. to the Treas- 
ury Dept. in Washington, concerning 
the attitude of the Government toward 
the listing of Defense Savings 
Stamps in the Catalogue and the pro- 
viding of spaces for them in the al- 
bums, the following is an excerpt 
from a ietter received from an Under 
Secretary of the Treasury Dept.: 


“Defense Savings Stamps of 
the present issue are a special 
series of Postal Savings Stamps 
made available for the purpose. 
Accordingly, I am referring your 
letter to the Postmaster General. 
As these stamps are obligations 
of the United States, redeemable 
on demand, the Treasury would 
recommend against listing. the 
stamps as collectors’ items.” 


EDITOR’S NOTE:—The Treasury 
is using every means it knows to 
raise more revenue, yet it states that 
it would “recommend against listing” 
Defense stamps as collectors items. 
Isn’t that silly. If collectors would 
put away a million dollars worth of 
them in albums as souvenirs of the 
present conflict the Government would 
profit by that sum. If people would 
burn their stamps, the Government 
would profit by that sum, but the 
Treasury might prosecute them for 
destroying government securities. 
Isn’t that silly. 
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®@ To Italy remains the distinction of 
issuing the only three-part stamps, 
Stamps have been issued by several 
countries which are cut in half, one 
half on parcel and other half on re 
ceipt, but Italy went this a little 
farther when issuing stamps for ug 
on mail to be carried on Air Marsha] 
Balbo’s flight to Chicago in 1933. Eag 
stamp was in three parts, perforated, 
the left third section being bearing 
the name of one of the pilots, the cep. 
ter section bearing the denomination 
of regular postage and the right se. 
tion bearing the air mail fee denomi. 
tion. Neither section could be usej 
separately, and all were required t 
be used together. It remains a novelty 
unique in stamp designs.

Mrs. Catt, prominent 
in women’s suffrage work and other 
social reforms, was depicted on a 
Turkish series issued in honor of a 
world congress of women held at 
Istabul, Turkey in 1935. She still re- 
sides in New York City. Few Ameri- 
cans have ever lived to see themselves 
on postage stamps. The first was Con- 
federate President Jefferson Davis, 
who was depicted on the stamps of 
that government. About a dozen 
Americans since then have been 
shown on stamps, none on U. S. 
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The First Christmas T. B. Seal 


By Harold V. B. Voorhis 


In 1863 and 1864, stamps or seals 
were used on “drop” letters at the 
Sanitary Fairs in the United States. 
At different times such items were 
also used in other countries, the 
proceeds being used for charitable 
purposes. In 1897, the first semi- 
postage stamps were issued, the dif- 
ference between the postal and face 
values being devoted to a tuberculosis 
(consumptive) project. They were is- 
sued, in commemoration of the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of Queen Victoria, in 
New South Wales, Australia. They 
are large stamps 47x38 mm, one HR 
and one VR, elaborately designed. 
The 1 shilling value is green and 
brown on white paper (one penny to 
charity). The 2% shilling is red, blue 
and white on gold paper. Both are 
perf. 11. (Scott 191 & 192). Two 
other somewhat similar stamps were 
issued in Victoria, Australia during 
the same year. They are printed in a 
single color on white paper, perf, 
121%. Both are VR, the penny one 
blue and the 2'2 penny variety 
brown. Unlike those of New South 
Wales only the Charity value is 
printed on the stamp. They sold for 
1 shilling and 2% shillings, (Scott 291 
& 292) the specific charity not being 
designated. In 1904 the Portuguese 
government issued two identical 
stamps for The National Aid Society 
for Comsumptives. One is red and 
yellow on white paper and the other 
green and brown. They are. VR perf 
1114x12. Aside from the name of the 
Society the wording is “Porte Franco” 
(Postage free). How much these 
stamps sold for or how they were 
handled is not known to the writer. 
(Scott 1541 and 1542). 

These, in a sense, are all of the 
forerunners of the T. B. Christmas 
Seals. Now let us look into the advent 
of the Christmas Seal itself. 


Mr. Einar Holboell, born in 1865, 
then a postal clerk in Denmark, con- 
ceived the idea of a national seal. We 
would like to devote some space to 


the life of this man whose vision 
caused a_ practical application of 
charity; a man who is responsible for 
alleviation of much suffering and the 
saving of many human lives through 
his forsight—but this is not the 
place for such a biography. I am 
happy to have met, and known quite 
intimately, his son who was in the 
United States during the Worlds 
Fair in New York at which time he 
took for his bride “Miss Denmark.” 


In October, 1904, a Committee of 
fifteen met in Copenhagen, Denmark 
to consider, with the approval of the 
King, a means of putting the idea in 
practice. It was agreed that a Christ- 
mas seal would be issued to the 
number of two million and sold 
through post offices at two oere each 
(about half a cent). From December 
6, 1904 to January 6, 1905 was the 
period agreed upon for the sale, the 
proceeds to be used in building a 
hospital for tuberculosis children. 
Actually 4,113,000 seals were sold the 
first year—about two for every man, 
woman and child in the entire coun- 
try—a marvelous tribute to a postal 
clerk. 

The original proof which is imperf 
(in our collection) of the seal, made 
for the Committee by the Danish 
lithographer Jacobsen, shows a pic- 
ture of Princess Marie (of Orleans) 
wife of the Danish Prince Valdemar. 
The General Post Director would not 
perimt the small sized seal (17x20 
mm) to be used as it was the same 
size as the regular postage stamps. 
While steps were being made to in- 
crease the size two changes were 
made in the design. First: the proof 
read “Denmark” in a panel at the 
top and “V—M—1904” in a panel at 
the bottom. This was changed in the 
new design to “Julen” (Christmas) at 
the top and “1904” at the bottom. 
Second: upon application to the then 
King Christian IX, permission was 
secured to have a likeness of the 
deceased Queen Louise on the first 
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seal, instead of that originally con. 
templated—and thus the late Queen's 
portrait was used. There are also two 
(approximately 29x24mm) imperf ang 
two perf proofs of seals reading 








“Jule Maerke Komiteen” which wer 
probably designed for the 1904 seal 
They are seldom seen. 

The final seal is a typographej 
VR 24x30, saw-tooth roulette 2 
There are also perforated seals 
first edition, perf 13x13%4 and second 
edition, perf 11% round hole, as wel 
as re-perforated roulette. A special 
lithographed issue for the Danish 
Royal Family, makes the portrait of 
the Queen stand out with cameg 
clarity. It is saw-tooth roulette 12 
sheet of 100—(10x10) PM4S. No 
copy is known outside of the Royal 
Family Circles. 

Each year since a single seal has 
been issued by the Danish Nationa] 
Society Against Tuberculosis. In 1905 
an imperforate HR proof in green on 
white paper, reading “Julen 1905” in 
brown, was also made. In 1914 design 
was proofed but not used which 
comes in six different combinations— 
all imperf.—black; brown; red and 
brown; grey and brown; blue and 
black; and black, red and blue—all on 
white paper. These may be identified 
by the designers letters “W. G.” in 
the right hand lower corner—just 
above the panel. Due to some mis 
understanding with the artist another 
design of the same motif in red and 
gold on white paper was finally used. 
In 1906, 1907, 1909, 1910, 1911, 1912 
and 1915 Royal personages were 
used in the design. All of the others 
are symbolic except the 1927 seal 
which bore the likeness of Mr. Hol- 
boell as a tribute to the “Father of 
the Christmas Seal.”

@ The stamps of Switzerland and 
some other countries are found in 
pairs, one stamp being upside down; 
while one may see other pairs of two 
different stamps. To the novice these 
are often thought to be errors in 
printing, but these were made this 
way on purpose. At foreign post of- 
fices booklets of stamps for conven- 
iently carrying in one’s billflold ete. 
are sold, just as in the United States, 
but over there they try to have the 
total purchase price of the booklet 
in an even sum. To get the right 
proportions they mix denominations 
on the leaves of the booklets and the 
big sheets are printed so they may 
be cut into many booklet pages, 
hence the peculiar arrangements. As 
a favor to stamp collectors, and in- 
cidentally increase postal revenues, 
the postal officials sell to collectors 
the full sheets just as printed and 
collectors get a lot of enjoyment 
separating these into the odd com- 
binations possible. The pairs with 
one stamp inverted come from the 
fact that alternate rows of three or 
four stamps are printed inverted as 
the machines when separating the 
sheets into booklet panes, do so at 
the junction of the inverts.

The can- 
cellation is dated Sept. 23, 1941. While 
strictly not a slogan, a distinctive can- 
cellation was used for first day of the 
Advanced Carrier Training Group, 
Pacific Fleet. “First Day/Service” is 
inscribed between the killer bars. Date 
is Dec. 15, 1941.

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@ When in 1922 Ireland at last at- 
tained the status of a Free State, the 
change was promptly recorded on the 
postage stamps. There was a_ sur- 
prising, not to say incredible, lack of 
haste in stopping use of stamps 
picturing Britain’s King George V. 
The Irish simply overprinted the 
stamps with a Gaelic inscription 
which signified the change in govern- 
ment and gave the date. The inscrip- 
tion was however just a mass of il- 
legible characters as far as over 
90% of the population were concern- 
ed for very, very few could even 
speak Gaelic and still fewer read it. 
When some months later Ireland is- 
sued its first distinctive design 
stamps, these bore no inscriptions in 
English and most of the population 
were reduced to reading the figures 
of value alone and guessing at the 
rest.
